The Cumulative Index for the Journal of Great Lakes Research (1983-1988) is the 


second such index compiled by the International Association for Great Lakes 
Research. The first cumulative index published in 1983 covered the years 1953 
through 1982. 


The source for the original data retrieval for this index was SCISEARCH 
(registered) and was copied with the permission of the Institute for Scientific 
Information (registered). Subsequent sorting and indexing were accomplished via 
Pro-Cite (TM). The index format is a modified "ChicagoB" format and does not 
represent Journal format requirements. Subsequent Journal publications will be 


indexed at the end of each year in each volume’s final issue.
